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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Amendment 

1. This action is responsive to the After-Final Amendment received on 6/20/2005. Claims 1 
and 6 were amended; and claims 4, 5, 9 and 1 1-20 were cancelled. 

2. Claims 1-3, 6-8, 10 and 21-23 are allowed. 

Examiner 's Amendment 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with M. 
Paul Qualey, Jr. (Reg. No. 43,024) on July 5, 2005 at 10:20am and via facsimile message. 
The application has, therefore, been amended as follows: 

■ Delete "50" (page 12, line 16) and replace with -15; 

■ Delete "309" (page 17, line 5) and replace with -307; and 

■ Delete "356" (page 13 lines 13 and 15) and replace with— 376. 

Note: Applicant's indicated replacement of "376" with "356" in Figure 3B is inconsistent with 
the previous drawings. Reference numeral "356" is already used to indicate Local Storage in Figure 3A — 
thus the same reference number cannot be used to designate two distinct items, in this case the Local 
Storage and Differencing Element. The specification has therefore been amended above to include 
reference numeral "376".

4. New corrected drawings in compliance with 37CFR 1.121(d) are required in this 
application because the drawings include hand-written informal changes to the reference 
numerals (in particular, replacing "WAN 50" with "WAN 15" in Figure 2 and regarding the 
deletion of any reference numerals from the drawings). Applicant is advised to employ the 
services of a competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark 
Office no longer prepares new drawings. The corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application.

Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art or record fails to teach neither singly nor in combination, the claimed 
limitation of "after the remote memory element updates said copy of said first file, said remote 
memory device causes said first file to be updated" as stated in claims 1-3, 6-8, 10 and 21-23. 
This limitation, in conjunction with other limitations in the independent claims, are not 
specifically disclosed or remotely suggested in the prior art of record. A review of claims 1-3, 6- 
8, 10 and 21-23, in view of the Examiner's arguments above, indicates that claims 1-3, 6-8, 10 
and 21-23 are allowable over the prior art of record.
